W ashington, April 8.— President Mc­ 
K inley sent a message to congress yes­ 
terday regarding the floods in the Mis­ 
sissippi valley. 
It is in part: 
Information which has recently come to 
ms from the governors of Arkansas, Mis­ 
sissippi aod Louisiana and some promi­ 
nent citizens of these states and Tennes­ 
see, w arrants the conclusion th at wide­ 
spread distress, involving the destruction 
of a Urge am ount of property and loss of 
human life, has resulted from tbe floods 
which have submerged that section of the 
country. These are stated, on reliable au­ 
thority, to be the most destructive floods 
th at have ever devastated the Mississippi 
valley, the water being much higher than 
the highest stage it has reached before. 
From Marion, Ark., north of Memphis, to 
tireeuville, Misa., a distance of more thau 
250 miles by river, it la reported th at there 
are now at least 50 towns and villages un­ 
der water; and a territory extending from 
100 miles north of Memphis to 200 miles 
south and from five to 40 miles wide, is 
submerged. 
He then recites the efforts being m ade 
in the flooded districts to care for the 
unfortunate people and says from the 
best inform ation at hand at least $150,* 
000 to $200,000 w ill be required for im ­ 
m ediate use. 
He said congress had 
precedent for appropriating the money 
and hoped they would act prom ptly.

Occasion 
ally they are frightened out of their 
lines. 
A man sat in an aisle seat, three rows 
from the front, at a performance of “ El 
Capitan” the other night. He was a fat 
man, and he gave a sneeze suddenly—a 
terrific sneeze. 
It was followed by an 
other that shook the plumes on the big 
hats of the women arouud and made the 
lights flicker. The audience suspended 
attention and looked at the sneezer, and 
the players paused just as be snorted 
out a third sneeze that ended in a higll 
note such as seldom had been beard in 
those parts, though the Metropolitan 
Opera House is near by. 
El Capitan 
stretched out his long arms toward the 
man, rolled his big eyes heavenward 
and said in a sepulchral voice: 
“ Heaven bless you, sir. “ 
This brought the audience back to the 
stage with a roar, and in a second the 
performance was running on at high 
pressure, while the fat man chuckled 
over the fact that for a brief space he 
had been the star of the evening. A few 
minutes later a Sun reporter asked Mr. 
Hopper how he was affected by the 
fnnny things that happen in the audi­ 
ence. After getting a grip on El Capi 
tan’s nose and throwing down a cup of 
hot coffee, as he does between arts, ho 
answered: 
“ American audiences are not demon­ 
strative, and as a rule things don't hap­ 
pen in front Of course the man who 
sneezed tonight couldn’t help it, but he 
made such a blasting success of it that 
it uffected the whole house ¿md there­ 
fore the players. If an actor is playing 
a part where he can say something, i t ; 
is the best thing to do, for it makes them , 
all laugh and keeps them from noticing 
a pause.” 
May Irwin is an actress with wham 
even metropolitan audiences take liber­ 
ties. “ People have a habit of calling to 
me from the audience when they want 
me to sing a special song or to recite 
something,”' she said the other evening. 
“ One night a man in the body of the 
house called out to me to recite ‘Hia­ 
watha. * He took me off my feet for a 
minute.

‘I never shall forget an experience 1 
had while playing tho Widow in Cin 
cinuati, though of course it isn’t art foi 
an actor to see anything that goes on in 
front or to recognize anybody iu the an 
dienoe, and I never do—I don’t think. 
One night, as I was saying, in the city 
of cinders and beer, I noticed the queer­ 
est looking old woman down in front. 
She looked like a farmer’s wife, and she 
kept peering up at me over her glasses. 
She didn’t laugh once, and in all my 
life I never saw a human being take u 
play so seriously.

Druggists' Prescriptions Must be in Pull 


Form to be Good. 


The Appellate Court yesterday ren­ 
dered a decision which may cause drug­ 
gists to be more careful about the sale 
of intoxicating liquors on Sunday. 
Al­ 
bert H. Caldwell, a druggist of M artin­ 
ville, was convicted of selling liquor on 
Sunday, although he had a prescription 
from a reputable physician, which read; 
'Take of whisky, one quart for medical 
purposes.” 
The Appellate Court sus­ 
tained the lower court’s interpretatio i 
of the case as a subterfuge, claiming 
that the prescription to comply with 
the law should have authorized the sale 
on Sunday and should have been ad­ 
dressed to 
a certain druggist, and 
should have contained the name of the 
patient and the amount of the dose, as 
well as other details, which usually ac­ 
company a prescription.

the amount of the dose, as well as the

The Cambridge (England) Independ­ 
ent Presa retells the story of Hie hoax 
perpetrated upon tho civic and univer­ 
sity authorities at Cambridge on th® 
occasion of the visit of the late sh ab of 
Persia to that country. It was on Satur­ 
day, June 28, 1878, at ll o'clock in th® 
forenoon, that a telegram was found 
lying on the hallkeeper’s table in th® 
Guildhall. It was directed to the wor­ 
shipful the mayor of Cambridge, was 
signed by Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton 
and read as follows: 
“ His imperial majesty th* shah of 
Persia desires to visit your university 
town today en route for London by spe­ 
cial, arriving at Cambridge station 
about 1:10 o’clock. 
Be prepared with 
escort and reception as far as time al­ 
low.” 
Instantly everybody began tumbling 
over his fellow. The town clerk was 
sent for, aud messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor, tho members of 
the corporation, tile volunteer officers 
and the cook of St. Petcr’Booilege kitch­ 
en. The vice chancellor hurried on his 
robes, the aldermen and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni­ 
forms, and the cook began to boil and 
fry. 
Nm1 were the general publio behind­ 
hand. Flags were hung out and crowds 
gathered in the street. Dr. Cookson, the 
vice chancellor (irreverently known in 
those days as "Dismal Jimmy” ), mad* 
his way to tho station as fast as his dig­ 
nity would permit. The mayor, Mr. T. 
H. Naylor, and tho corporation followed 
suit. A guard of honor and carriages 
were in waiting, and soon everybody 
was there except the shah. Then tbs 
news flew round that the railway offi­ 
cials knew nothing about the special 
train, and after a brief delay it was ap- 
parent that the whole thing was a hoax. 
The perpetrators of the hoax were never 
discovered, though two persons were 
afterward freely mentioned in canneo- 
tiou with i t In the year of grace 1878 
the era of practical jokes was past, but 
bad the authors of the shah's visit been 
alive in the days of Theodore Hook 
they might have lived in literature.

W a s h in g t o n , April 8 .—President Mc­ 
Kinley sent a message to congress yes­ 
terday regarding the floods in the Mis­ 
sissippi valley. 
It is in part: 
Information which has recently come to 
ma from the governors of Arkansas, Mis 
sfssippi aud louisiana and sonic promi­ 
nent citizens of these states and Tennes­ 
see, warrants the conclusion thai wide­ 
spread distr*-**, involving the destruction 
of a large amount of property and loss of 
human life, has resulted from the floods 
which have submerged that section of the 
country. These are stated, on reliable au­ 
thority. to be the most destructive floods 
that have ever devastated the Mississippi 
valley, the water being much higher than 
the highest stage It has reached before. 
From Marion, Ark., north of Memphis, to 
Greenville, Mise., a distance of more than 
350 miles by river, It Ie reported that there 
are now at least 50 towns and villages un­ 
der water, and a territory extending from 
IOO miles north of Memphis to 300 miles 
south and from five to 40 miles wide, Is 
submerged. 
He then recites the efforts being made 
in the flooded districts to aire for the 
unfortunate people and says from the 
beat information at hand at least 1150,- 
000 to $900,000 will be required for im­ 
mediate use.

M em p h is, April 8.—The supreme test 
of the levees south of Vicksburg and 
Arkansas City is fast approaching. The 
river at Vicksburg ha* been falling for 
some days on account of the rush of 
waters from the main channel through 
the crevasse above into the Yazoo delta. 
This water is again returning to the 
channel through the mouth of the Ya­ 
zoo river, and its influence is being felt 
at Vicksburg, where the gauge is now 
marking higher figures. 
W ithin a few 
days the crest of the rise will be oppo­ 
site Viekburg and the channel will con­ 
tinue to deepen unless the levees break. 
The Louisiana people keenly realize the 
gravity of the situation. 
The destruc­ 
tion wrought by th© water in the St. 
Francis basin and the Yazoo delta may 
be repeated in the Tensas basin, which 
begins in southeastern Arkansas and 
extends through the northeastern coun­ 
ties of Louisiana.

U niversity City. 
Tho Cambridge (England) Independ­ 
ent Press retells the story of the h o a x 
perpetrated upon the civic and univer­ 
sity authorities at Cambridge on th e 
occasion ai the visit of the late shah of 
Persia to th at country. It was on Satur­ 
day, June 28, 1878, at l l o’clook in the 
forenoon, that a telegram was found 
lying on the hallkeeper’s table in the 
Guildhall. It was directed to the wor­ 
shipful the mayor of Cambridge, was 
signed by Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton 
and read as follows: 
'His imperial majesty the shah of 
Persia desires to visit your university 
town today rn route for London by spe­ 
cial, arriving at Cambridge station 
about J :10 o’clock. 
Be prepared with 
escort and reception as far as time al­ 
low." 
Instantly everybody began tumbling 
over his fellow. The town clerk was 
•cut for, and messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor, tho members of 
the corporation, the volunteer officers 
and the cook of St. Peter's college kitch­ 
en. The vice chancellor hurried on his 
robes, the aldermen and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni­ 
forms, and the cook began to boil and 
fry. 
Nor were the general public behind­ 
hand. Flags were hung out and crowds 
gathered in the street. Dr. Cookson, th# 
vice chancellor (irreverently known in 
those days as "Dismal Jim my"), made 
his way to the station as fast as his dig­ 
nity would permit. The mayor, Mr. T. 
H. Naylor, and the corporation followed 
•u lt A guard of honor and carriages 
were in waiting, and soon everybody 
was there except the shah. Then th* 
news flew round that the railway offt. 
dials knew nothing about the special 
train, aud after a brief delay it was ap­ 
parent that the whole thing was a hoax. 
The perpetrator* of t he hoax were cerer 
discovered, though two persons wert 
afterward freely mentioned in couneo- 
tiou with i t In the year of grace 1878 
the era of practical jokes was past, but 
had the authors of the shah’s visit been 
alive in tho days of Theodore Hook 
they might have lived in literature.
